In company with Mr. Edgar Steele, 
your correspondent had the pleasure 
of visiting what are rapidly becoming 
the “famed” Newsom Springs. They 
are situated about twelve miles from 
San Luis, in a branch of the Cañón de 
Arroya Grande. They are commonly 
known as the W hite Sulphur Springs, 
and I have no doubt but they will, in 
a short time, rival the now noted 
springs of Paso ltobles, the medicinal 
qualities of the two being equal, while 
the 
temperature of 
the 
Newsom 
Springs is much less than that of 
P.iso Robles, it being 90°, while the 
latter is 110°. A railroad project is now 
being rapidly pushed forward from 
San Luis, running east through the 
San Luis Obispo valley to the Arroyo 
Grande, down the arroyo to the coast, 
thence south, entering the Guadalupe 
valley on the west, thus opening com­ 
munication and assisting the develop­ 
ment of one of the fiuest valleys in the 
State. This road will be about thirty 
miles in length, and as it is the inten­ 
tion to at once connect the present 
lauding with San Luis, more than live 
hundred thousand acres of rich and 
fertile bottom lands will be at once 
thrown on the market. 
G R A SS H O PPE R S. 
Hitherto, Mr. Editor, I have con­ 
fined myself entirely to the bright 
side of the picture. 
It would be a 
species of moral injustice not to pre­ 
sent to your readers the dark side also. 
A very ancient historian records the 
fact that after the visit of tlie locusts 
in Egypt, “ there remained not any 
green tiling in the trees, or in tlie 
herbs of the held, through all the 
land,” and it would seem as though 
tlie grasshoppers were endeavoring to 
fulfil theScripturalquotatiou regarding 
the locusts, 
it is not an infrequent 
sight in San 1 uis (as I can bear wit­ 
ness) to see an Indian or a Chinaman 
busily engaged in the laudable occu­ 
pation of “ herding” grasshoppers. 
Parties in town, to prevent their little 
gardens from taking wings and bid­ 
ding an affectionate farewell to their 
fond owners, keep a man walking 
around, armed with a brush to keep 
away the myriads of pests that there 
do congregate. This, I must confess, 
is not a particularly pleasing feature; 
hut I am assured that with the culti­ 
vation 
of the soil tins California 
plague will cease to he. Hasten the 
day when every nook and corner of 


this beautiful valley may become one 
vast field under cultivation. 


ST R A W B E R R Y PA TC H 
Is about eighteen miles southeast of 
San Luis, near the mouth of the Ar­ 
royo Grande creek. To the tourist 
who has an eye and an appetite for 
luxuries, thegathering of this luscious 
fruit isa pleasant occupation, although 
tiie sand Hills surrounding the locality 
are not conducive to excessive happi­ 
ness. 
In order to make sure that the 
strawberries may be found, I would 
recommend the searcher to employ a 
guide (permit me to recommend my 
friend Wm. Hemphill, Esq., of Steele’s 
ranch). Among other curiosities that 
this charming region affords is what is 
known as Moro rock. 
It is situated 
about twelve miles west of San Luis, 
at the entrance to Moro bay, and is a 
huge rock, rising to a hight of five 
hundred teet above the sea and con­ 
taining 230 acres, actual measurement. 
There is not the least sign of vegetable 
life throughout its entire extent, and 
silently, botqrhtily, It stands guard 
amid t tie wide sea of water, as though 
laughing to scorn the mighty’ force of 
tHo never-ceasing waves. 
It is said 
that every crevice conceals a rattle­ 
snake, but how they came there “ de­ 
ponent saith not;” it is one of those 
wild, weird mysteries that San Luis 
Obispoans do not attempt to solve. 


LA STLY . 
This seems to he the place where 
intuition lias reached (in the minds of 
the people) the superlative degree; 
and school teachers and school houses 
are voted an intolerable nuisance. 
The city (San Luis is incorporated) 
and school district of San Luis Obispo 
lias about live hundred school chil­ 
dren, and the unsightly building now 
used for school purposes will accom­ 
modate a little over one hundred stu­ 
dents. Some visionary individuals con­ 
ceived the idea that the mental and 
moral growth of 
the community 
would be more healthy, if suitable 
buildings were erected for the accom­ 
modation of all the school children. 
An election was held last Saturday, 
for the purpose of raising $10,000 by 
special tax, with which to build school 
houses. The promptness of the people 
in voting in the negative, convinces 
me of their extraordinary intuitive 
development. The rebuke was so severe 
that 1 think the aforesaid “ Visiona­ 
ries” will forever after hold their 
peace. Possibly’, however, in time, a 
change will come over the spirit of 
their dreams; let us hope that the car 
of progress may yet roll this way, 
and effect a radical reformation of the 
abuses that are at present retarding 
t He rapid growth of what T have no 
doubt will yet become one of the most 
desirable localities in the State. 
“ A s tim o ro lls on nous verons. ” 
In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit me 
through tlie columns of your journal 
to express my hearty thanks to Hon. 
J udge Steele and his amiable lady, and 
to E. \V. Steele, for their bounteous 
hospitality to me during my brief but 
pleasant visit to San Luis Obispo.

Wheat Fields Devastated. 


A correspondent of the Stockton In ­ 
dependent, writing from Farmington, 
June27th, says: “ A fire broke out 
this afternoon which came near devas­ 
tating the whole country around us. 
It started on the ranch of Philip Lo- 
ney, through carelessness in burning 
weeds near the house. 
His whole 100 
acres of wheat, which was in the 
stack was burned. The fire ran east 
and south over a large sheep range, 
owned mostly by Aug. Muller; then 
to the ranch of J. F. and N. Harrison, 
occupied by Wm. Campbell. 
The 
whole ranch (G40 acres) was in grain, 
and three-fourths of it was destroyed. 
From here it caught in a field of rail­ 
road land, occupied by J. G. Schroder, 
and eighty acres of wheat was burned. 
Tiie tire was stopped by back-firing 
from a road running north and south 
through Schroder’s place. The yield 
of the greater part of tiie grain-tields 
burned over is estimated at an average 
of about twenty bushels to the acre. 
Had it not been for the fact that but 
little wind was blowing at the time, 
and from tiie almost superhuman ef­ 
forts of at least three hundred persone* 
there is no knowing where it woulu 
have ended, for there is almost a con­ 
tinual wheat field for miles east and 
sou ill. The extent burned over is four 
miles long and from one and a half to 
two miles wide. 


Friedlander’s annual grain circular, 
issued on the second instant, gives the 
following figures: “ The total receipts 
of wheat, California, from July 1, 
1873, to June 30, 187-1, were 8,073,291 
centals; of barley, 1,211,002 centals; of 
oats, 252,510 centals; of flour, 470,003 
barrels. In addition we received from 
Oregon the following: Wheat, 385,430 
centals; barley, 3,090 centals; oats, 
140,027 centals; flour, 141,550 barrels, 
anil .200,000 centals of wheat from 
Utah. 
Our total receipts, therefore, foot up 
8,058,721 centals of wheat, 1,214,158 
centals of barley, 398,543 centals of 
oats, and 012,187 barrels of flour. 
Our exports during the same period 
have been 7,289,278 centals of wheat, 
599,109 centalsof barley, 20,017 centals 
of oats, and 074,098 barrels of flour. 
Of the exports of the past year, as 
recorded 
above, 
13,007 
centals of 
wheat, 302,028 centals of barley, 5,870 
centals of oats, and 34,093 barrels of 
flour, were sent by rail to States and 
Territories east of the Sierra Nevadas, 
which have not iieretofore been col­ 
lated in the weekly exports.

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Oil Excitemant. 
The oil excitement which spread 
over Pennsylvania some years ago is 
imitated to a certain degree in thi.- 
vnl'oy. The oil-bearing regions neat 
San Fernando is the objective point o' 
hundreds who fancy they can set 
themselves the owners of numerou- 
wells, each flowing streams of oil am 
gold notes. Within the past few day 
a new company has been organized 
and a number of new locations re 
corded. A great many, until now 
c nnparatiwly unnoticed springs, have 
been carefully examined by experts, 
ami all pronounced the seepage from 
immense oil deposits. In the wells 
but recently commenced, oil has been 
found near the surface, and the quan« 
tity increases in volume as the wells 
increase in depth. It is predicted that 
within a very short time tile aggregate 
yield of tire oil region will exceed one 
thousand barrels per day. The indi­ 
cations arc most favorable for flowing 
wells wherever work has been com­ 
ment- d. The Los Angeles Petroleum 
Refining Company are the owners of 
the only wells now throwing out oil, 
and this company will become the 
purchasers of all the crude oil taken 
lrom the district. They alone possess 
the secret of refining the oil by the 
C a r r e r a s process, and their refinery 
is now so far completed that the works 
will be in operation ill, a few days. 
The stock of the Refining Company is 
in great demand, and we understand 
they have sufficient funds in hand to 
place the refinery in active operation 
and meet 1 lie expense of the wells now 
being sunk. The petroleum business 
is rapidly developing into one of the 
most important industries of Los An­ 
geles county. 


Á Waning Power. 
The struggle growing out of the Lo­ 
cal Option law- has at least developed 
one fact upon which we liad well nigh 
fallen in error. That is the human­ 
izing and moralizing effect of women 
on elections. Only a little while ago 
we were all wont to expiate on the 
toning down effect that would be ap­ 
parent when pretty girls and fascinat­ 
ing widows were permitted to elbow 
their way to the polls, with as much 
importance as the roughest-fisted 
miner or the richest banker in the 
land. When elections under Local 
Option were first held, the influence 
of pretty women was simply terrible. 
Old bummers who would die if not 
full of whisky, were actually charmed 
into voting for no-license, and men 
who like their cocktails better than 
they like going to church, walked be­ 
tween two angels to the ballot-box 
ami dropped in a no-license ticket. 
This wasall very fine atthc beginning. 
It was a new sensation—a novelty— 
but man is proverbially inconstant, 
and he wearies of a new play almost 
as soon as a child tires of a new toy. 
In a little time—only a little time— 
the charm of female electioneering 
wore offand the citizen—lie to whom 
lias been delegated that inestimable 
right of the freeman, the ballot—be­ 
gan to talk about the duty of men, 
and the neglected duty of women. 
Now after less than six months of the 
new era, a thousand female angels 
hovering around a voting place pro­ 
duces no efi'ect whatever beyond a 
disposition on the part of the lords of 
creation to sneer at the weaker ves­ 
sels, and hint that they had better be 
at home with the babies. It must be 
admitted that female influence at the 
polls lasts only while the feature is 
new and fresh. The elections in San 
Jose and Alameda prove this, and also 
that a r.-giment of S a l l i e H a r t ’s 
and P i t t s S t e v e n ’s have no influ­ 
ence over men’s votes after their pres­ 
ence becomes an old story. 
“ The Origin of Man ” is the com­ 
mon text of lecturers und scientists. 
The subject does not possess any great 
amount of interest to the thinking 
biped. No one devotes a great deal of 
time and study to his origin. He may 
have sprung from a toadstool, or some 
other fungus growth, or his grand­ 
father may have been a monkey or 
long-aruied ape. It all amounts to 
nothing. He is here, and where he 
coine from or how he made the trip is 
nothing to the question of the journey 
ahead and where lie will finally land 
his craft. For ourself, we had much 
rather have some reliaole information 
on where we shall go lierea ter than 
whole volumes on our passible or prob­ 
able origin. Never mind the origin, 
Mr. Philosopher, but turn your giant 
intellect on the problem of the here­ 
after. That lias some interest, while 
the other is of no consequence what-* 
ever. 
In a case recently tried before him, 
Justice L a w r e n c e , of the Supreme 
Court of New York, decided that the 
Bank of California has no legal exist­ 
ence as a corporation. The learned 
Dogberry held that trade and com- 
m.-rce did not include banking. He be­ 
lieved that buying and selling bullion 
and fine gold and silver was neither 
trade nor commerce. This decision 
may be a rough joke on the Bank of 
California, but it is a rougher one on 
Mr. Justice L a w r e n c e . 


T h e San Francisco Examiner lias 
entered on its uiueteenth volume, and 
appears to grow in prosperity and 
w.s.iom. It is the ublesl, most honest 
aul most honorable Domocratie news­ 
paper published on the Pacific Coast. 


An Unfortunate Vote. 
It was unfortunute for the Pacific 
coast that S a r g e n t and J o n e s voted 
to confirm tho nomination of S h e p ­ 
a r d , the President's favorite rascal. 
The action of S a r g e n t in this partic­ 
ular instance was to have been ex­ 
pected. It was in keeping with his 
general policy, and whatever else may 
b • said of him, it cannot be denied 
t >at lie is eminently consistent—con­ 
sistent in a steady and unwavering 
opposition to every measure intended 
to defend the interests of the people 
igainst machinations of schemers 
.vho.se sole object is the squandering 
of the public funds. It could not but 
oe expected t lint SARGENT would vote 
(O retain in power a man who, in an 
incredible short time, had managed to 
dispose of all tic» available funds of 
the District of Columbia and rim the 
Government twenty millions in debt. 
But of J o n e s better things were 
hoped. His hands were clean. He 
had stood up bravely with L u t t b e l l 
and other opponents of swindling 
schemes from the opening until al­ 
most the close of the session. The 
people had come to regard him as one 
of their most uncompromising cham­ 
pions ;aiul to have him “ fall down" 
at the dose of the battle, when vic­ 
tory was almost theirs, lias created a 
feeling of disappointment which it 
will take years of loyalty to remove. 
The Nevada Senator could not have 
been ignorant of the only too palpa­ 
ble fact that S h e p a r d was totally 
unfit for the position to which the 
President had nominated him, and the 
only plausible excuse his friends can 
offer for him is the twin-brother affec­ 
tion and school-boy familiarity which 
grew up between him and the Presi­ 
dent During the session. In charity 
we must concede that it was the Pres­ 
ident’s influence over the man, and 
not the man’s judgment that com­ 
pelled Senator J o n e s to vote for the 
confirmation of “ Boss” S h e p a r d . 


Advertising as a Business. 
With a business man, advertising is 
as much a business as any other part 
of his business. The same rule that 
governs his buying and selling, also 
governs his advertising. Therulewith 
him is not to insert a column adver­ 
tisement in the paper that will do it 
cheapest, but to insert it in the paper 
that will do him the most good—the 
paper that has not only the greatest 
number of readers, but among those 
the greatest number of that class of 
readers whose attention he desires to 
call to the articles he lias for sale. No 
sensible man will advertise agricultu­ 
ral implements in B o n n e r ’s Ledger. 
A tobacconist ought to have very little 
use for the advertising columns of tlie 
Christian Union. For the general ad­ 
vertiser, the paper having the cheap­ 
est advertising rates is.seldom or never 
the one in which he receives the great­ 
est return for the money. Twenty 
dollars may purchase a whole column 
for the space of a month in a paper, 
but when it is known that paper lias 
only a circulation of two or three hun­ 
dred and can only be found in third 
rate saloons and the waste paper bas­ 
kets of those journals favoring it with 
an exchange, it will strike any shrewd 
business man that the twenty dollars 
was badly invested, and had better 
been one of five or six other twenties 
that went to pay for a column “ ad ” 
in a paper of considerable circulation 
and lead by the entire community. 
The business man advertises where he 
can get the most for his money. To 
do this, he seeks the columns of the 
paper having the largest circulation 
among the people to whom he expects 
to sell his goods. 


W e have heard a great deal about 
the rapid increase in the population of 
San Jose, and we have no doubt it is 
all true. In looking over the reports 
of the School Census Marshals we no­ 
tice that this year San Jose has 1,908 
children against 1,94-3 last year—a 
gain of twenty-three. This year Los 
Angeles has 2,462 children; last year 
she had 2,000—a gain of 402. If San 
Jose is improving rapidly Los Angeles 
must be improving most rapidly. 


A n eastern paper says G r a n t is the 
most indolent, luxurious and profli­ 
gate man that ever sat in the Presi­ 
dential chair. He is also the most 
ambitious, while his political wisdom 
is certainly greatly over-estimated. 
But lie makes up in part for this by 
being secret, cunniugand remorseless. 
What ho does not know he pretends 
to know, and what he intends to do no 
one can give the faintest guess by 
listening to what he says. 


T h e Ban Francisco Call is becoming 
somewhat addicted to reckless state­ 
ments. It recently predicted that St. 
Louis and Chicago would some day 
become large cities. 


T h e Higli School of this city is open 
to pupils from all parts of the county, 
free of charge. This is right. The 
whole county contributes to the sup­ 
port of the school. 
Narrow Gauge. 
Five years ago the narrow-gauge 
railroad was a tiling hardly ever beard 
of. Now there are, completed and in 
running order, 1,445$ miles of this 
style of road in the United States and 
Canada. When all the roads at pres­ 
ent undergoing construction have 
been completed 4,562$ miles will be in 
operation. 
This does not include 
roads which are projected, but upon 
which no work has yet been done. In 
the matter of safety and speed, the 
narrow-gauge bus more than realized 
all thut was expected of it, while the 
cost of building, in most cuses, bus 
been nearly oiie-bulf less than attends 
the construction of broad-gauge roads.

The Supervisor- were in session yes­ 
terday as a Board of Equalization. 
The Orizaba sails for San Francisco 
this afternoon. Passengers will take 
the 4 o’clock train. 
No San Francisco mail arrived yes­ 
terday, owing to a failure in making 
connection at Bakersfield. 
Professor William De nton, the re­ 
nowned scientific lecturer and geolo­ 
gist, is stopping at the Clarendon. 
Capt. Chas. Thorn of the steamer 
Senator, with his wife and daughter, 
spent Monday and Tuesday in this 
city. They were at the Clarendon. 
Mr. John (.oiler, an old and highly 
respected citizen, who came to this 
country in 1849, died at his residence 
yesterday, after a somewhat protracted 
illness. 
Carmen Lugo, who was recently ar­ 
rested in San Diego on the charge of 
murdering a boy on a ranch near this 
city about a year ago, will be tried in 
the District Court to-day. 
Mr. Griflith, the advance agent of 
“ The Great San Francisco Circus,” 
gave us a call yesterday and informed 
i n t h a t his show will he along soon to 
give Los Angeles a benefit. 
In the U. S. Land Office yesterday 
the case of Greenwade vs. Duarte was 
concluded. The case of the State vs. 
Peter Larson, set for hearing yester­ 
day was continued until the 17th. 
Juan Capistran, the man who beat 
his wife almost to death recently, at 
San Gabriel, and subsequently made 
assaults on various other parties, has 
been arrested and lodged in jail at the 
Mission. 
John Cassidy has resigned the posi­ 
tion as telegraph operator at tlie rail­ 
road depot in this city. He was suc­ 
ceeded yesterday by Tlios. McCaffery, 
who resigned his place in the Western 
Union office to take that vacated by 
Cassidy. 
At the last meeting of the Board of 
Education the following rates of tui- 
t ion were agreed upon for pupils living 
outside of the city: Primary Depart­ 
ment, SB per session of twenty weeks; 
Intermediate Department, Si); Gram­ 
mar Department, $10. High School, 
free for all in the county. 
Those wishing baskets and willow- 
ware should remember the manufac­ 
tory of Patrick Hoban, on Spring 
street. Mr. Hoban is recently from 
the State blind asylum, and is labor­ 
ing under the misfortune of being par­ 
tially blind. He is endeavoring to 
earn a livelihood by this industry and 
is deserving of the patronage and on- 
couragment of our citizens.

work is of the best quality and is sold 
below San Francisco prices. 
The new savings bank commenced 
operations yesterday, with the follow­ 
ing officers: President, J. S. Slauson; 
Vice-President, J. M. Griffith. Di­ 
rectors: J. S. Slauson, J. M. Griffin, 
V. A. Hoover, Robert S. Baker, J. 
Bixby, H. B. Tichenor, George S. 
Dodge. We understand that the busi­ 
ness of the institution commences with 
very flattering prospects. One praise­ 
worthy feature of the management is 
that the bank will he kept open on 
Saturday evenings from 0 to 8 o’clock. 
There will be some trotting ami 
running races at the Agricultural So­ 
ciety’s Park on July 23d. Messrs. 
Askin, Billings and Smith, owners of 
Rubber Boy and Don Elipho and Mr. 
James Hurd, manager of Sconehin, 
have made a sweepstake race, two 
mile heats, best two in three, to har­ 
ness, and to rule. The entrance will 
be $160 each; making $300 to the 
winner. On the same day Mr. Myers’ 
horse Sleepy Charley will try Bay 
Jim again for a stake of $300; $150 a 
side. The cause of this race, we un­ 
derstand, is an honest difference of 
opinion. 
There was a very fair attendance at 
the auction sale of San Fernando prop­ 
erty, by Noyes & Durfoe, yesterday. 
The bidding was quite lively and 
town lota were disposed of readily at 
prices ranging from $4.50 to $10 each. 
A large number of blocks were sold at 
prices ranging from $280 to $450. Also 
á number of tracts, one selling as high 
iis $82.50 an acre. Senator Maclay has 
had much better luck than he antici­ 
pated ill disposing of the property, and 
lie will probably reserve all of that 
remaining for tills market, making 
another auction sale next Fall, previ­ 
ous to the meeting of the District 
Fair. 
We have before us a little book, en­ 
titled, “ Arabesques on a California 
Dinner Table,” by Win.

Just what the hook has todo 
with California or diuner-tables we 
cannot see, hut suppose that the rose 
will smell as sweet by this as by any 
other name. 
Professor Denton. 
We received a short call yesterday 
from Prof. Denton, the eminent 
writer and lecturer oir geology and 
natural history, lie intends to com­ 
mence a series of lectures here on the 
fifteenth of this month, and our citi­ 
zens can look for something highly 
instructive and entertaining in them. 
His success throughout the State hrs 
been marked; and inore recently at 
Santa Barbara he has lectured to full 
houses for n no evenings in succession. 
The Index says: “ There lias been no 
diminution of the crowd which, 
¡throughout the course, has assembieu 
to listen to his lectures here; and we 
fblnk, from all we hear, his audience 
would he willing to attend so long as 
he should he willing to entertain 
them. The crowd has been so great 
that many have been unable to obtain 
seats, and it is suggested by those 
who seem hardly able to get to the 
hall early enough, that the crowd 
commences to assemble in the after­ 
noon. We need hardly say that those 
who assemblu to hear these discourses 
are among the most intelligent of the 
people of Santa Barbara. As a lec­ 
turer, Prof. Denton stands among the 
first, and as a student of geology his 
fame is as broad as the continent.

Mr. James, the Register of the 
United States Land Office at this 
place, is frequently in receipt of let­ 
ters from the East asking the most 
vague questions in relation to lands in 
this section. Following a very natu­ 
ral delusion prevalent on the other 
side of the continent, many people 
innocently believe that this country 
is entirely beyond the hounds of civ­ 
ilization—a howling wilderness as it 
were. And why not? We are over 
three thousand miles from Boston. 
As an instance, we here present a let­ 
ter received by Mr. James a short 
time since in which tlie writer wishes 
to know how near Los Angeles he can 
secure Government land suitable for 
orange culture. The gentleman lias 
read just enough about our country 
to he misled. He lias learned that the 
orange crop is immensely profitable 
here, paying $1,500 per acre or more; 
and several other tilings lie lias not 
learned; so he very naturally con­ 
cludes t lint if he can purchase land at 
one dollar and twenty-five cents an 
acre, which will produce such crops, 
by a few years cultivation he will 
have a very good speculation of it. 
Of course ne would. The letter is as 
follows: 
U. S. Land Agent, Los Angelen, Cali­ 
fornia. 
Dear Sir :—W ill you please inform 
me how near to the town of Los An­ 
geles I would be able to locate some 
land under three or four soldier’s land 
warrants of a quarter section each. 
My idea is to have as good land as is 
practicable for the purpose of fruit 
farming, especially oranges, and as 
there will probably be three or four 
families to come, one of which will no 
doubt reside in the city permanently, 
it will be desirable to locate the land 
as near the town as can he done. I 
have Holt’s map of California, show­ 
ing the arrangement of Government 
lands, and if you will kindly advise 
me the nearest and best section to se­ 
lect, you will oblige 
Yours, respectfully, 
----—. 
In answer to the gentleman we 
would say that the public lands of this 
State are not open to purchase except 
by actual settlers, and then only in 
quantities of 1G0 acres. The gentleman 
could only make use of his soldiers’ 
warrants after complying with the 
regular pre-emption law, by settling 
and improving the land, when each 
warrant would be taken in payment 
at its face value, the same as green­ 
backs. Secondly, there are no Gov­ 
ernment lands suitable for orange 
raising within available distance of 
Los Angeles which can he pre-empted. 
Such lands were all taken upa number 
of years ago by men who, fortunately, 
had their wits about them. Land of 
that description is now held at from 
$50 to $100 per acre. Some may be 
purchased for less, perhaps, in more 
remote localities, but with the advan­ 
tage named it seldom brings less than 
tlie price stated. With lands of an­ 
other quality the case is quite differ­ 
ent. There is much land in the county 
which is without irrigating facilities, 
lying upon the hills and mountains, 
and suitable only for grazing, that can 
he bought at a low figure, or even pre­ 
empted from the Government. One 
hundred and sixty acres of this kind 
of territory would be almost useless, 
however, as it requires generally 
some thousands of acres to make a 
respectable sheep or cattle range. All 
things considered, then, the chances 
for pre-emption are not flattering; but 
this fact should in no measure dis­ 
courage immigration to the country. 
Considering the immense returns from 
the orange and other semi-tropical 
fruits, the prices paid for lands that 
will produce them ($50 or $100 per 
acre) are very reasonable; especially 
where near so promising a city 
as Los Angeles, which now numbers 
over twelye thousand inhabitants, and 
aspires in tho near future to twenty 
and then thirty thousand. Grapes 
are also cultivated here with profit, 
and many localities which are un­ 
suited for other purposes make the 
best of vineyards. Such lands can he 
purchased in various sections of the 
county at a reasonable figure, say 
from $5 to $20 an acre. There are 
still thousands of acres of uncultivated 
land in this section of the State, wait­ 
ing only for the industrious farmer to 
come and improve them, and for his 
labor he will, in a few years, reap a 
golden reward. Our country is raj - 
idly filling up with honest, hard­ 
working men, f om other parts of t ie 
Union. Already our farm products 
are immense; and with the proj er de­ 
velopment of our agricultural lands, 
during a few years to come, they will 
he beyond all precedent. Our market 
is almost linntlesr, as we sell to the 
whole world, and never go begging 
for a purchaser. 
To tho gentleman in Philadelphia, 
and to all in the East, who have their 
eyes turned in this direction, then, we 
will say come to this country. There 
is room for you' here, and a good 
chance to make money by honest in­ 
dustry.

AZUSA. 
National W n s Ii i u a I o n Monument— 
Azusa Urimge-Si'boolt. 
There is getting to be a lively com­ 
munity at Azusa. Their Grange took 
time by the forelock in celebrating the 
Fourth of July on the 3d inst. Over 
two hundred people were present. 
The ladies, as they ever do when they 
feel an interest, appeared remarkably 
well and displayed much taste in tho 
arrangement of the table. Mr. John 
T. Gordon delivered the oration. It 
abounded ir. felicitous historical allus­ 
ions, which were duly appreciated. 
Messrs. W. W. Maxey and George 
Wright, having been called out enter­ 
tained the audience with appropriate 
remarks. Judge Gordon, in his ad­ 
dress, having made a patriotic and 
stirring all usion to the disgrace of the 
incompleteness of the National Wash­ 
ington Monument, the Grange, before 
retiring, adopted the following pream­ 
ble and resolutions: 
W h e r e a s , The lingering incom­ 
pleteness of the National Washington 
Monument, the cornerstone of which 
was laid on the Fourth of July, 1850, 
is a standing reproach to the degener­ 
ate sons of so illustrious a sire—the 
“ Father of his Country,” therefore, 
be it, licsolvcd— 
I. That we, the members of Azusa 
Grange No. 94, of Los Angeles county, 
California, agree to make a fund by 
annual contributions for two years of 
fifty cents for each member of this 
Grange, to be called tlie National 
Washington Monument Fund. 
II. That all subordinate Granges in 
the United 8tates he invited to co-op­ 
erate in this movement, in order to 
raise sufficient money to complete said 
monument by the 4th of July, 1876. 
Good for Azusa! Yet this Is no more 
than might be expected from such an 
enterprising community. It is scarcely 
two weeks since its citizens generally 
turned out to talk up the school ques­ 
tion. Tho unanimous expression was 
for graded schools, and a special tax 
for two primary school houses was the 
result. One gentleman, wealthy in 
children and grandchildren, said: “ I 
am not worth much; butgive us a tax 
to the utmost limit of the law. I will 
staruflmy tax for the sake of getting 
school houses.” 
Future success to a people animated 
by such noble sentiments, is unavoid­ 
able. A more inviting climate, soil, 
water facilities and people cannot he 
found outside of Azusa. O b s e r v e r .
